Twenty-tive carpenters were employ 
ed on the job, of whom eighteen work- 
ed ten hours and the remaining seven 
eleven hours each, Twelve lathers 
and twelve plasterers did the tath 
ing and plastering in three hours.

The official, arm. | 
ed with an order granted by the Ro- | 
chester Caynty Court, turned out the | 
twenty people, including children, | 
who still remain faithful to the weird 
religion. “Prince Michael,” the |:ad- 
er of the sect, was away, and return- 
ed to find the building locked | 
against him. The “prince” and his 
followers took lodgings in the neigh- 
borhood, and later the amount owing 
was paid. 

The remarkable tower, which can 
be seen for many miles around, is in- 
separably connected with one of the 
oddest of the many strange religions 
which have sprung up in the country. | 
Over thirty years ago a private sol- 
dier bought his discharge from the 
army and proclaimed himeclf the pro- 
phet of a new sect, calling himself 
“James Jershom Jezreel.” He claim. | 
ed that he had received from Heaven | 
through an intermediary at Jerusalem 
a document of Divine origin, which 
he called “The Flying Roll.” Ex- 
tracts were given from this and sold 
to the disciples of the sect, but no 
(me, has ever seen the Flying Roll 
itself, ! 

“Jezreel” soon gathered hundreds 
of credulous followers, who, as pre- 
scribed by their faith, let their hair 
grow long. He soon gained a con. 
siderable fortune, married a beauti- 
tul Chatham girl named Esther Rog- 
ers, and lived almost as luxuriously 
as the “Prophet’’ Dowie. A quarter 
of a century ago he started building 
the temple, which was to hold 5,000, 
It was to save the elect at the de. 
struction of the world. The Flying 
Roll stated that the number to be 
saved was 144,000. Neither Jezreel 
nor the Roll made it clear where the 
remaining 139,000 were to be accom- 
modated, 

One mistake, however, was made by 
Jezreel. He said he would live for- 
ever, But he died, and the sect would 
have reevived a grievous set-back but 
for the promptitude of Mrs. Jezrcel, 
who said that, after all, she was the 
real prophet, and proclaimed: herself 
as Queen Esther. Three years later 
she also died. For a time the sect 
lanyuished under the control of the 
eldely brother-in-law of the founder. 
The building, being gaunt and incom. 
plete, was sold and part of it was 
rented to the Jezreclites. But the 
rent fell into arrears, and they were 
ejected after a struggle with unregen- 
erate policemen.

Infant Institution Is Big With Plans 
For the Feture. 


The western energy which has char- 

acterized the citizens of Saskatoon 
jand other settlers of the Province of 
‘Saskatchewan in the building up ont 
ideveloping of the town, and in the 
amassing of material wealth. is mani- 
‘fested in no less a degree in the ef- 
\forta now being made in the univer- 
sity town to (uriher the cause of 
/higher education. Already temporary 
lelass-rooms have been fitted up in 
ithe Drinkle Block, and equipped with 
ithe apparatus necessary for the dis- 
semination of knowledge in advanee 
of that to be acquired in the public 
|schools. Fifty-three students, with 
| matriculation standings acquired in 
the high schools, and in some cases 
|in other provinces, have registered, 
and it is expected that upwards of 
{sixty will be on the roll before the 
end of the month. 
! An elaborate system of scholarshins 
has been arranged for, each high 
school of the province kaving the 
privilege of nominating one student, 
for a $180 scholarship, while ten 
others of $190 each are open for gen- 
eral competition, It is the immedi- 
ate aim of the University to carry 
on the teaching of agricultnre and 
arte, and later on to go further and 
carry on a school of domestic science, 
and in this way to give those who are 
taking an arts course in connection 
with teaching an opportunity of im- 
parting practical knowledge, which 
will be of value on the farm. 

Plans are being made for a two or 
three-year course in agriculture for 
farmers’ sons who have previously re- 
ceived a good public school education. 
The university will also have charge 
of extension work carried on at fairs, 
60 that in this way it will do all the 
educational work now carried on by 
the Provineial Department of Agricul- 
ture, It is hoped in time to broaden 
this work, so as to encourage farmers’ 
debating clubs

Silk gloves, unless they are getting 
threadbare, should be submitted to 
some one who has special skill with 
a darning needle. Suede and chamois 
gloves are more durable than kid and 
get shabby before they show holes. 
They must be sent to the cleaners 
frequently, but if you would avoid 
the expense you will find this simple 
method most effective: 

Saturate thoroughly with gasoline, 
tub until stains und soiled spots dis- 
appear, then put them on and allow 
fifteen minutes to evaporate. When 
thoroughly dry brush vigorously with 
cornmeal if your gloves are of a light 
shade. Use un unused brush when 
you are ready to completely brush 
off the powder. The cornmeal adds 
freshness und eliminates odor.
